The production of sound, healthy foals 
begins with the selection of their pro- 
vnitors. With few exceptions. the index 
w their inherited qualities is to be found 
in their parents or grandparents. Although 
Thoroughbred matings have been planned 
and recorded for 200 years, there is little 
concrete. knowledge to be found about 
characteristics which may be inherited. 
and particularly about the manner of their 
occurrence. As a_ veterinarian, have 
been consulted from time to time regard- 
ing the possibility of certain defects being 
inherited. Although a defect of conforma- 
tion should not be labeled an unsoundness. 
the two are so closely related it is often 
dificult to make a distinction. 

A curb is the thickening of the plantar 
ligament, usually due to a strain. It is 
manifested by an irregularity in the con- 
tour of the posterior surface of the hock. 
Naturally it is never seen in a new-born 
foal. but what is seen in a foal is a condi- 
tion known in the vernacular of the horse- 
man as “curby hocks.” 

The foal has an irregularity of contour 
on the posterior surface of the hock which 
appears to be the same as a true curb. 
However. in this case the tuberosity. or 
bony prominence of the lateral metatarsal 
ismall cannon bone). is over-prominent or 
illmade. The condition is definitely a 
malformation and not an unsoundness. al- 
though it is claimed that such a hock is 
predisposed to racing injuries. Since the 
two conditions are so confused. even those 
who know better find that it facilitates 
things to call them both curbs. 


However, from a standpoint of logical 
uusbandry, they must be distinguished be- 
tween. Near Lexington, Ky., standing at 
high stud fees. there are two stallions 
which could serve as examples of both. 
For obvious reasons they cannot be named. 
One has a curb on the right hock. This 
Mallion would have to be classified as un- 
sound. Yet his hocks are fairly well made 
and he will not endow his get with this 
unsoundness. The other is “curby hocked” 
and has been since birth. He is not un- 
‘ound and his get may train as well as the 
est. Yet this horse will transmit this 
malformation to many of the foals he sires. 
_ From an inspection of his offspring (and 
tom collateral investigations) it appears 
to be certain that this malformation is 
dominant. 1 find that whenever that term

“dominant” appears, people jump to the 
conclusion that to be dominant a condi- 
tion must appear more often than the re- 
cessive. This would be true if we were 
dealing in pure types. To be specific. 
when the condition of “curby hocks” oc- 
curs in the get of this horse. these animals 
will in turn endow their offspring with 
similar hocks. and so on, ad_ infinitum. 
When a well-made set of hocks appears in 
the family this animal has lost forever the 
“curby hocks” and in all likelihood has 
lost the ability to transmit them. 


Malformations and Unsoundness 


There are several parallel conditions. 
The so-called “jack” or “jack spavin™ 
which is seen as a small prominence low 
down on the inside surface of the hock is 
caused by an ill-shapen hock and the too- 
prominent tuberosity of the other small 
cannon bone (these are the so-called 
“splint bones” of the hind leg). The con- 
dition found in the front legs is the mal- 
formation ot the knee. The large cannon 
bone. when viewed from directly in front 
of the animal, is found to be placed either 
to the outside or placed into the knee in 
the center with a quarter-twist towards the 
outside. 

None of these conditions seem to inter- 
fere with speed or ability to win. but this 
last condition certainly limits the useful- 
ness of an animal and they “break down” 
very quickly. They are not in themselves 
unsoundnesses, but they are malformations 
and are definitely transmissible. 


Ringbone and W obbles 


More conclusive evidence should be com- 
piled in all of these conditions. There are 
diseases characterized by exostosis (the 
growing of extra bone on the outside of 
bones) which might be mentioned. The 
first is ringbone, the growing of extra 
spicules of bone around the bones of the 
foot and pastern, which cripple a horse. 
The second condition is “wobbling.” a 
condition in which bony processes have 
been shown to grow around some of the 
articulations of the spine. Perhaps there 
is a tendency for families of horses to 
have bone trouble. Some people feel sure 


of this. but there is no conclusive evidence 
to that effect.

There exists evidence which upon casual 
examination will show that both of the 
above diseases have a tendency to occur 
in families. If this evidence is published 
and proves to be acceptable. you may ask 
“What is the difference. then, whether the 
disease is ‘inheritable” or the ‘tendency is 
inheritable, since in both cases our colts 
will have the disease” 

There is a very great difference. and a 
practical difference. In the case of the 
“inherited characteristic.” nothing you can 
do will prevent the occurrence of this con- 
dition in accord with the laws of heredity. 
In the case of “inherited tendency towards 
the disease.” the occurrence depends on 
outside or environmental influences. and 
since we control this. we can control the 
disease just as soon as we know the fac- 
tors involved. 


The Influence of Diet 


Large, bony heads are transmitted. They 
are inherited according to the laws of 
heredity. However, a starvation diet dur- 
ing a particular time of growth has been 
shown in actual practice among horses and 
experimentally in other animals to pro- 
duce a large, bony head in proportion to 
the rest of the skeleton. By changing the 
environment we can eliminate large bony 
heads in the latter case, but the only way 
to get rid of that kind of a head in the for- 
mer case is to breed it out by following 
carefully the laws of heredity. 

There is a condition of the newborn foal. 
akin to “joint ill” but without the swollen 
and painful joints, which should not be 
confused with any of the conditions men- 
tioned above. Often the foal has a goiter. 
All the long bones are swollen at the ends. 
It appears as if the foal has been born 
with ringbones, spavins, curbs, and every 
other condition known to man. He is just 
as apt to come from a line of ancestry 
noted for its soundness as he is from any 
other line. The condition is due to pre- 
natal disease, usually an infection of low 
virulence in the mare at the time she was 
bred.

Foals affected with this disease 
which were sired by a less virile stallion 
would have been aborted or would have 
died prior to three months of age. 


Other Inheritable Traits 


There are other physical traits which 
are known to be inherited. The massive 
iaw muscles of that grand horse Stimulus 
were much admired. His sons are very 
popular in the Remount Service. partic- 
ylarly in Texas. Yet along with that type 
of jaw went a “parrot mouth.” His sons 
Nansen and Irish Wake endow their get 
with this mouth. Fortunately, the degree 
of “parrot mouth” present in these horses 
is slight and does not constitute an un- 
soundness. but to double up this trait in 
breeding might be disastrous. 

*Dan 4th was “flop-eared.” His daugh- 
ter out of Faleonry was not, and she was 
bred to the equally beautiful and symmet- 
tical horse Snow King, by *Sir Gallahad 
3rd. out of Martha Snow. Their daugh- 
ter, Virginia Snow, is a “flop eared” ringer 
for old *Dan 4th. 

The gait of a horse is subject to the laws 
of heredity. For example. pacing is dom- 
inant over trotting. No horseman needs 
be told of the variety of gaits which char- 
acterize the different breeds of horses. 


Within the Thoroughbreds there are dis- 
tinct gaits to be found. The polo player 
and the hunting enthusiast see two very 
different ways of going which they admire 
in Thoroughbreds. 

Sometimes one characteristic will be 
tied to another for their occurrence. For 
instance, a thin mane and a rat tail are 
more common in the Appaloosa than any 
other color. 


Types of Roaring 


Roaring or whistling is a condition 
which must be considered when dealing 
with hereditary unsoundness. Lord Rose- 
bery said of this condition: “I agree with 
the National Veterinary Medical Associ- 
ation (England) that roaring is heredi- 
tary.” “Mankato” reported in the Sport- 
ing Chronicle a few years ago that after 
60 years of investigation, the evidence was 
overwhelming that paralytic roaring or 
whistling are due to hereditary factors. He 
was distinguishing between paralytic roar- 
ing (the common paralysis of the recur- 
rent laryngeal nerve) and roaring which 
followed a sickness such as strangles, in 
which the nerve was injured. Someone is 
bound to think of the historical roarer 
Pocahontas and her famous son Stockwell, 
but they are not so apt to recall her first 
colt by Camel, which was a roarer. 


I have observed that one type of jaun- 
dice occurring in newborn foals occurred 
more frequently in a particular family of 
mares. The condition is relatively rare 
and statistics on it would be difficult to 
assemble, but it is very interesting in view 
of the fact that in the human infant, a 
similar condition was found to be due to 
the inheritance of a blood factor which 
has been labeled the Rh factor. 

Once in a while there will be born a 
foal with a “club foot.” If it is a male it 
is usually destroyed. Females of good 
families are kept for broodmares. Experi- 
ence has shown this to be a sound prac- 
tice. The condition is definitely not trans- 
missible, as it is not part of the germ 
plasm but is due to arrested development 
in the early stages of fetal growth. Sim- 
ilar conditions are produced regularly in 
controlled experiments with 
animals.

Thus it may be stated that by applica- 
tion of the knowledge of heredity, many 
of the things now left to chance can be 
controlled.

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The Time Has Come, the Walrus Said, to Talk 


CERTAIN Arab—one of the old school readers had 
a very good likeness of his kind and stupid face—is re- 
ported to have had a camel which, one cold night, asked to 
be permitted to put his head inside the tent. “This permis- 
sion granted, he gradually talked the remainder of his shiv- 
ering carcass into the shelter and then threw his master out. 
Somehow we could never believe that a well adjusted 
camel would do such a trick, but that was what the story 
said, and it provided many Arabs, on the desert and else- 
where, with a very nice reason for busting any camel-snoot 
that happened to be thrust through the tent-flap. 


A few years ago the Detroit Racing Association handed 
abonus of a dollar to grooms who led horses to its twilight 
races and had to stay up until 11 o’clock at night cooling 
out the “hots.” New England tracks thought it was a good 
idea, twilight racing or no, and made it two dollars. . 
After a little it was five, then ten, and twice as much for a 
winner. And then it was not only the grooms but the 
exercise boys and the blacksmiths. 

Now there seems to be a commotion inside. Something, 
no doubt, which will determine who kicks whom out. “The 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Association has come 
to the side of the race tracks; it believes that the bonus 
system is pernicious. 


This story is not finished. 


Gulfstream Park accepted suggestions of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Association for its meeting 
pening March 5. At the insistence of the HBPA it has 
added $300 to the announced minimum purse and_ has 
agreed to cut the horsemen in on a percentage of the mu- 
tuel turnover, the distribution to be made retroactively at 
the end of the meeting. It has also “consented to stage a 
ninth race, the track’s share of which will go to the HBPA 
on one day during the meeting.” 

This story has just begun. 


A bit of confusion surrounds this succession of parables, 
and we shall all have to pour ourselves a good slug of the 
milk of human kindness and sit down to drink it over and 
talk it over, 

There must be some grooms and exercise boys in Florida 
who are thinking that the HBPA is against bonuses for 
grooms and exercise boys but in favor of bonuses for the 


HBPA. There must be some race track executives who are 
thinking that, one camel just having been thrown out by 
the hardest, another one is now being invited to stick his 
nose into the tent. 


Perhaps the main trouble is that too many of us remember 
that first story, one of the bitterest ever told, about the Arab 
and the camel. It damns the master because he is stupid; 
it damns the camel because he is ungrateful. It damns hu- 
manity for presupposing that it has no choice except between 
evils. It makes everybody look bad, one way or another. 

We are not that bad. As a matter of fact, most of us are 
pretty good. We are simply fighting things out according 
to an old pattern, based on the philosophy that one must 
either be hard-hearted or suffer because others are hard- 
hearted. We wouldn’t want to go so far as to say there is 
no truth in this philosophy, but all of us know that it is far 
from being the whole truth. 

Actually, no group in racing thinks bonuses are the proper 
answer to current problems. 
better answer. 


But no one group can find a 
All three—and some others-—must sit down 
in the same tent and talk as one honest man to another. 
‘Together, all may follow the leadership of reason. Divided, 
each must follow the leadership of force. 


In California last week they told us that Hollywood Park 
had laid out plans for building a backstretch community 
center, as soon as the strained conditions of the construction 
industry permit. It was going to have game rooms, reading 
rooms, showers, and we don’t know what. It would be 
headquarters for the men who work with horses. 

Here the Hollywood Turf Club will be getting close to 
a very genuine contribution to the laborious problem of labor 
relations. It will be providing men with a specific recog- 
nition that skill with a rub-rag is an honorable skill. It will 
say to them that they are members of a club, of a society of 
men with common interests, and “fas good as anybody.” 
Let a man know—pfrove it to him—that you hold him in 
high regard, and you have a friend who may disagree with 
you but will talk it over a long time before he draws a line 
with his toe and dares you to step over it. 

The days of aw!-the-more-you-give-’em-the-more-they- 
want are still with us. But in places where men understand 
men as well as money, they are about over.

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California’s Top Stable Dispersed; 
California Buyers ‘Take It Over 


In the summer of 1938 Hollywood fur- 
nished two notable recruits to the sport 
of racing. Harry M. Warner and Louis B. 
Mayer. Except for the late Mrs. Ethel V. 
Mars they were the two largest purchasers 
of yearlings at Saratoga. Warner's W L 
Ranch. including feur head knocked down 
in the name of his adviser. Trainer Johnny 
Kermath, bought 20 head for $87,300. Mr. 
Mayer. who had great fun going about the 
place inspecting yearlings with a small 
retinue of technical advisers at his elbow. 
got 22 head for $78,400, all in the name 
of Trainer Don Cameron. 

Mayer. as top executive of the Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer Studios, has been shown 
for some years on the income tax returns 
as the highest-saleried man in America. 
Warner. as the principal figure in War- 
ner Brothers. is one of the wealthiest men 
in a community where there are more 
Croesuses per capita than anywhere else 
on earth. Both of them were able to sur- 
vive the expected early disappointments 
and carry on until fortune came to them 
on the Turf. 

Warner’s luck was slow, and he carried 
on modestly—though he did perform the 
notable feat of knocking a mountain down 
so the breezes from the ocean could cool 
him and his horses at his ranch at Cala- 
basas. 

Mayer. who came into racing for relax- 
ation, went at it with the purposeful and 
impatient vigor of an executive accustomed 
to building cities in two weeks and sum- 
moning up hurricanes to blow them down. 
He hired and fired managers and trainers 
(or lost them by resignation) at a rate 
suggesting that he was looking them over 
as he might inspect applicants for a danc- 
ing routine in one of his pictures. He 
built California’s most completely equip- 
ped breeding farm. He kept buying 
horses. eliminating the less worthy. build- 
ing up his stud and stable. 

By 1943 it was apparent tkat he had 
built up the most powerful stud in the his- 
tory of California breeding. Soon he was 
taking down the largest single portion of 
the lush breeders’ awards allotted in that 
State. His horses began to win stakes and 
other races with gratifying frequency. His 
stallions *Beau Pere and *Alibhai estab- 
lished themselves among the best in the 
country. His home-bred Honeymoon be- 
came the largest money winner ever bred 
in California. His Busher, purchased at 
the bargain price of $50,000 from E. R. 
Bradley after she had shown herself the 
best 2-year-old filly of 1944, became the 
world’s leading money-winning mare under 
his colors.

Though success followed upon success. 
horsemen gradually became aware during 
1946 that Mr. Mayer was considering 
breaking up his stud and stable. The 
break-up began on the evening of Thurs- 
day, February 27, in a spectacular auction 
of his racing stable at Santa Anita Park. 
Down on the front row, with half a mil- 
lion dollars lying handy, was Harry 
Warner. 


No Mark-Downs 


Sixty horses, the entire racing stable. 
were sold for $1.549.800. The average 
was $25.830. Warner got five head (count- 
ing Make-up Man. which was bought by 
Mrs. Warner) for $455,000. an average of 
$95.000. He paid $200,000 for Stepfather. 
cne of the leading candidates for the 
$100.000-added Santa Anita Derby. and 
$135.000 for Honeymoon. For $54,000 he 
got Wedding Plans, a beautifully made 
filly which was considered the prize racing 
prospect among the 2-year-olds. He spent 
a modest $30.000 for Capt. Flagg. The 
Dude’s 3-year-old brother, not yet pos- 
sessed of any unusual distinction as a run-

ner. Make-up Man, a maiden 2-year-old 
colt by *Beau Pere out of the good stakes 
winner Painted Veil, by Blue Larkspy 
out of the dam of Mate, went to Mrs. War. 
ner for $36,000. 

Nearly a quarter of a million dollars 
was spent by Neil S. McCarthy. smart Los 
Angeles attorney and adviser to Mr 
Mayer, for six head, including Busher, the 
most famous and handsomest animal jp 
the lot. He got Busher for $135.000 (the 
same price Honeymoon brought). Grand. 
pere for $30,000, Burning Dream for 
$27,000, Distaff for $20,000, Eiffel Tower 
for $15,000. Grandmere for $13.000—tota] 
$240,000. 

Among the highest-priced horses sold, 
two went to young E. E. Dale Shaffer, mas. 
ter of Kentucky’s Coldstream Stud—the 
high-class Be Faithful for an even $100,000 
and another stakes-winning filly, Judy-Rae, 
for $45,000. 

But Eastern bidders for the most part 
tound California’s enthusiasm and cash 
to be more than they could match. Mrs, 
Elizabeth Graham, who has dominated 
yearling buyers in recent years. sat on the 
front row with Trainer Tom Smith. but 
bought only one; she got for $24,000 the 
2-year-old *Beau Pere colt Succession, 
which had finished once just outside the 
money. J. P. (Sammy) Smith. represent- 
ing J. S. Phipps, got nothing. John H. 
Clark bought Peace of Mind, a 2-year-old 
*Beau Pere filly which had won her first 
start in fast time; the purchase was for 
the account of Mrs. Barclay K. Douglas’ 
Mill River Stable. 

Young Danny Van Clief got the 2-year 
old *Beau Pere filly Monogamy for Vir. 
ginia’s Nydrie Stud with a bid of $20,000. 
I. J. Collins, of Lancaster, Ohio. paid 
$24.000 for Beau Nash (and later had 
Californians pursuing him all over Santa 
Anita Park with offers of a profit). Only 
other Easterner to make a purchase was 
Mrs. John W. Hanes (once Mrs. W. Ar 
nold Hanger), of New York. who got two 
fillies, Widow’s Peak for $18,800 and the 
2-year-old Family Secret for $15,000. 

Altogether the purchasers from. states 
other than California got eight head for 
$283.800 (18 per cent of the total). Mrs. 
John Hertz bought the Chance Shot filly 
Good Defense for $13,000, but this may 
be counted provisionally in the California 
total, since the Hertzes have set up a 
breeders in what has been called, alto- 
gether properly, the Golden State. 

Besides these, one purchase was made 
by F. Ronald Graham, of Vancouver, B.C. 
and two were made by E. E. Williams for 
the account of Phelps and Landeri, of 
Caracas. Venezuela. 

Californians took the rest.

The Direct Approach: 
They Use It at Garden State 


MiaMI, 

During a visit here Eugene Mori and 
Walter Donovan have been taking samp- 
lings of horsemen’s opinions regarding 
construction of housing facilities for sta- 
blemen, since this is the next matter on 
the agenda of Garden State Park’s back- 
stretch program. A chief point at issue 
was whether comparatively small struc- 
tures at the end of the stables were pre- 
ferred to large dormitories in the center of 
the stable area. I should imagine train- 
ers will favor the former, since they would 
be better able to keep track of their men. 

The point, however, is that Garden State 
Park is approaching a difficult problem 
in the same way it approached others ear- 
lier. When the track was conceived, about 
all Eugene Mori knew about racing was 
that you bet on horses and sometimes they 
won but usually they finished fourth. Well, 
first it took money, so he got money. Then 
there was a track to build, so he built it. 
After a few spadefuls of earth had been 
moved there was a war and most of the 
plans had to be scrapped, so he scrapped 
them and made others to fit the materials 
he could get, and built the track against a 
deadline. Sprinkled over the landscape 
were various preachers praying for rain, 
but what they got was a drouth. 

Well, things have gone from fair to bet- 
ter at Garden State. Mr. Mori didn’t like 
to see his race track littered up all after- 
noon, so he hired men to pick up paper, 
glasses, bottles, and so on, between races, 
and now it isn’t littered any more. When 
it occurred to him that stablemen had to 
eat somewhere he built a big, modern 
kitchen on the back stretch, something of 
a model to other eastern tracks. Now it 
has occurred to him that sleeping in 
stalls is not a good way for a man to build 
self respect or decent habits, so he’s going 
to build something else. 


Of course it isn’t fair to give Mr. Mori 
all the credit. He has had able associ- 
ates in Mr. Donovan, Ed Ellis, and oth- 
ers. But still he’s the main guy, and since 
any mismanagement will be heaped on his 
prematurely grey head, he is also the 
logical nominee for any kind words that 
are going about. 

This housing business, which the older 
and presumably less commercial tracks 
have largely ducked, is being considered 
on something more than humanitarian mo- 
tives. As Walter Donovan put it the other 
day, “If you make a man live like an ani- 
mal, he’s going to get to behaving like an 
animal, and then if he does something to 
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you or to a horse or gets drunk and sets 
the place on fire, you have largely got 
yourself to blame.” 

Mr. Donovan had a very encouraging re- 
port on the Garden State kitchen. The 
men are proud of it, he says, and if some- 
body decides the floor would look better 
if he spilled something on it, his fellows 
are likely to pick him up on it. But just 
to make sure. the track polices the place 
pretty carefully itself. The same. strict 
policing is planned for the new living 
quarters. 

The attitude of Mr. Mori and his asso- 
ciates is a very curious one. It isn’t ideal- 
istic at all, and it isn’t cynical. I never 
hear Mr. Mori going around uplifting the 
breed or languishing over the public. but 
he does a good ceal more than people who 
talk a much better game. It is a curious 
thing that it should be remarkable that a 
track management should take an ordin- 
ary, unspectacular, common-sense view of 
its problems. but there it is. Take it away. 


Takeoff 


The big problem wasn’t loading Armed. 
It was unloading photographers. This 


tourist was one of perhaps 150 people who 
froze practically stiff at the Twentieth 
Street Airport here watching Armed ge 
away on his flight to California, and is noy 
in position to report that the gelding 
doesn’t mind flash bulbs at all. The ag. 
tual loading of Armed and pony could no} 
have taken ten minutes, and one of the 
Calumet grooms who was standing with 
me confided that he was considerably more 
doubtful about the pony than about the 
race horse. 

The system is quite simple. You star 
with a box big enough to hold a horse, and 
capable of being opened at each end. Then 
a thing called a fork lift, looking more or 
less like a tractor with two big steel prongs 
in front, picks up the box and rolls over 
beside the plane. When the van came jp 
it was parked at the other end of the boy, 
With that end let down, Armed walked in, 
The box was shut, the fork lift ran it up 
to the level of the plane door, the other 
end was opened and Armed walked out, 
That’s all. Five minutes for each horse, 
maybe, and neither turned a hair. 

Ben Jones stayed here. “Now that I’m 
general manager.” he told his friends, 
“I'm too valuable to risk in a plane.” 

With Fervent stopped by a splint, Fault. 
less carried on in such a fashion that his 
stablemate wasn’t missed. As you prob: 
ably know, Ben Jones trained both his sire 
and dam, Bull Lea for Calumet and Un. 
erring for Woolford Farm, and won stakes 
with both. Technically he does not train 
Faultless, but since Jimmy had flown out

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to California with Armed, it was Ben that 
gave the colt his last week of preparation. 

Faultless beat the Flamingo field with 
speed. keeping the leaders hustling till 
they could hustle no longer, and then 
drawing out. It was a big improvement 
over his effort of the previous Saturday. 
hut for one thing Al Snider handled the 
colt perfectly. while Dodson had lost a 
little ground and a split second by being 
a little undecided about whether he’d go 
outside or inside. He eventually did both. 
and while I don’t think he’d have beaten 
Bullet Proof anyway, he might have been 
closer. 

Fervent. by the way, is getting on well, 
already back to galloping. There was a 
story that he had failed to respond to 
treatment. but Plain Ben says it isn’t so. 
“It may be three or four weeks before 
we can breeze him again.” he said. “but 
we can keep him galloping and not lose 
all his earlier preparation.” 

Riskolater, a tall, good-looking Isolater 
colt, was charging at the end of the Fla- 
mingo, and while he didn’t look like 
catching Faultless Saturday. he might 
have been second if he’d had just a little 
more racing room right at the end. He 
came from sixth to third as it was, in the 
stretch run. and I think distance is going 
to suit him. 

The best horse race Saturday, and one 
of the best of the meeting, was the last 
one, and the shooting started when Pot o’ 
Luck and the Argentine *Talon charged 
the field together. Pot 0’ Luck was skim- 
ming the rail and the grey horse was 
circling on the outside, but they got past 
the others at the same time, and fought 
a stinging battle all down the stretch. 
*Talon came out a little at the end. and I 
thought he was going easier all the way. 
This was the horse that came nearest to 
stretching Armed out in the Widener, and 
I think hell do. He has run only three 
races in this country and all of them have 
heen good. If everybody holds together. 
this is going to be a better year for handi- 
cap racing than last. and last year was 
the best since Whirlaway and Alsab and 
Market Wise were mixing it up. 


GREEN LIGHT IN TEXAS 


The State Affairs Committee of the 
Texas Legislature on February 27 unani- 
mously approved a. bill to legalize horse 
racing and pari-mutuel betting in the 
State. Among those testifying in favor of 
the measure were Robert J. Kleberg, of 
the King Ranch; Fred Wyse. Houston 
horse owner: and G. R. White, president 
of the board of directors of Texas A. and 
M. College. 

Opponents of the measure, who seemed 
to be gathering substantial strength, later 
‘aid they had not been notified that it was 
coming up for consideration, and asked 
for another hearing. Their request was 
Voted down in the House.

Groom, 10 Horses 


Consumed in Fire 


First major fire at a U. S. race track 
this year occurred at Oaklawn Park, Hot 
Springs. Ark.. early on the morning of 
March 1. Casualties were a groom, ten 
Thoroughbreds, and three lead ponies, 
burned to death when Barns T and U were 
destroyed. Other men and horses in the 
barns escaped, but it was some time be- 
fore all the loose horses were rounded up. 

The groom who burned to death was 
Glen Floyd Essley, 20, of Mt. Vernon, IIl., 
who apparently was asleep in Barn T when 
the fire broke out. The horses destroyed 
by fire also were quartered in the same 
barn. 

The fire is believed to have started about 
1:30 a. m. Townspeople living nearby 
joined horsemen in leading horses from 
the barns. The 3-year-olds Double Jay, 
Flash O’Night, Mel Eppley, and Junior 
Wolf, considered possible Arkansas and 
Kentucky Derby candidates, were quar- 
tered in another section of the grounds, 
and were not menaced by the fire.

guage of several plain horsemen, some- 
thing. It probably could have filled the 
Rose Bowl. which would have provided 
enough room for spectators but was in- 
convenient fer horses and unnecessary for 
the few scores of bidders. 

The sales ring was set into the outside 
rail of the track, from which two or three 
sections had been removed immediately 
after the day’s racing was over. About 
four thousand persons had invitations and 
seats. This was an extraordinary measure. 
forced upon the Fasig-Tipton Company 
and the Mayer stable by the fact that more 
than 15,000 persons had asked for places. 
The invited ones were banked solidly from 
the ringside glare of a Hollywood lighting 
system up to the dim upper reaches of the 
clubhouse terrace. In the distance an- 
other thousand watched from the grand- 
stand side. 

In order to have his voice carry to the 
far reaches of the crowd, the strong-lunged 
auctioneer George Swinebroad had the 
microphones tuned for tremendous 
volume. and those in the nearer seats were 
caught under the wash of a continuous 
torrent of noise which beat the spectators 
into a high pitch of excitement and left 
their nerves frazzled for hours. 

On the ground and in the stands were 
twenty bid-spotters, including California’s 
Charles Adams. the official auctioneer who 
turned the sale over to Swinebroad as his 
assistant. Bids came from everywhere. 
even from the uninvited visitors on the 
grandstand side. Fighting against the 
overpowering loudspeakers, the spotters 
were soon hoarse from relaying their bids. 
and there was frequent confusion. Two 
horses had to be brought back to the ring 
the second time. 

Despite the confusion, and despite the 
radio broadcast which began when Busher 
was brought into the ring, Swinebroad set 
a faster pace than Californians had ever 
seen at a horse auction. At times he was 
running them through so fast that the sta- 
ble crew had difficulty delivering the 
horses to the ring on time. The 60 head 
were sold in two hours and 43 minutes. an 
average of 2.7 minutes per horse. “It was 
the hardest sale I ever handled.” said the 
auctioneer. 

But everything was left shipshape, ex- 
cept for one horse. After the sale H. C. 
Williams objected to paying $7,000 for 
Polished Steel, saying he thought it was 
the next horse in the catalogue, Solidarity. 
He had signed the sales slip and was held 
responsible by the company. which never- 
theless undertook, through* Neil S. Me- 
Carthy. to sell the colt privately. 


Four for $570,000—Plus Tax 

The selling began just before 8 o’clock, 
after Mr. Adams had reminded buyers 
that they would have to pay an extra 214 


700 


per cent on every horse bought, to account 
for the state sales tax. (Thus buyers ac- 
tually paid out a total of $1.588.545, in- 
cluding $38,745 in tax.) After seven 
horses had been sold, the order of sale 
was interrupted in order to bring in the 
four outstanding horses in the catalogue 
and sell them while three radio micro- 
phones were tuned in. 

Of these four the most famous was 
Busher, not only one of the best but one 
of the most beautiful horses in America. 
Announcer Humphrey S. Finney read a 
statement from Dr. J. E. Peters: 

“This is to certify that after a complete 
inspection I found that this filly is sound 
in all respects with the exception of a 
swelling on the left fore leg. With proper 
care she will again race. She does not 
have a bowed tendon.” 

The first bid was $75,000. Neil S. Me- 
Carthy. long associated with the Mayer 
stable as an adviser, made it. It was 
jumped immediately to $100.000, then 
$112.500. $125,000. $135,000. The last 
bid was McCarthy’s. The runner-up was 
Hollywood’s Sid Grauman, who told Me- 
Carthy later that he had planned to take 
Busher on an exhibition tour which would 
bring in half a million dollars. 


I 
Busher Escapes Show Career 


After Neil S. McCarthy had bought 
Busher for $135,000 he learned that Sid 
Grauman, owner of Hollywood’s most fa- 
mous theater, and no horseman, had been 
the runner-up in the bidding. at $125,000. 

“What were you going to do with her?” 
McCarthy asked him. 

“Take her around the country and let 
people see her.” said Grauman. “She 
would draw half a million dollars.” 

“She might at that,” said McCarthy. 
Busher is a very handsome animal. Her 
new owner, however, plans to get his 
money back by racing for it, he says. 


Next was the California-bred Honey- 
moon, leading money-winning filly of last 
year. She brought the same price as 
Busher, concerning which there was more 
doubt as to her racing soundness. Dale 
Shaffer (Coldstream Stud) went to $125.- 
000, dropped out when Harry Warner bid 
$135,000. 

On Be Faithful the bidding began at 
$40,000. J. P. (Sammy) Smith said 
$95,000, Shaffer $100,000. (Smith, bid- 
ding for J. S. Phipps, of New York, later 
went to $52,000 on Wedding Plans. came 
off with nothing.) 

Last of the sales for the radio was that 
of Stepfather, a proper climax. Warner 
started him at $50,000. dueled with Jay 
Paley up to $200,000, a record price for 
an American auction. At the time Tue 
Bioop-Horse last checked with him, Mr. 


Warner thought an arrangement would he 
worked out by which his brother Majo; 
Albert Warner (Warbern Stable) woul 
share ownership of the 3-year-old *Beay 
Pere colt. 

The most 'mportant and most frequently 
examined bit of horse anatomy at the sale 
was a tiny swelling. a pimple, almost, op 
the back of the tendon of Busher’s nea; 
fore leg. about halfway between fetlock 
and knee. It was the result. Trainer 
Graceton Philpot said, of pressure from 
the cast which Busher had worn after her 
ankle injury late in 1945. It appeared 
free from the terdon itself, which was 
quite straight. But a few days after the 
mare’s race early in January the swelling 
had spread upward a distance of about 
two inches and her training had _ beep 
interrupted. 

Immediately after the sale a blister was 
applied and the mare was sent to the 
Mayer farm. She would be ready to race 
in twenty days. Mr. McCarthy said, and 
would win the Hollywood Gold Cup this 
summer. Paul Lycan will train her and 
the other horses bought by McCarthy, who 
told THe Broop-Horse that all the pur. 
chases he made were for his own account. 
Asked if any were likely to return to the 
Mayer ownership, he said. “I may sell 
them, of course. If I do. I don’t know 
where they'll go.” 


Why and What Next 


After the sale. as before. two major 
questions intrigued the minds of horse. 
men. What made Mr. Mayer sell? Will 
he remain in racing? Speculation on both 
subjects covered a wide range. 

Mr. Mayer’s own explanation, implicit, 
at least. in a brief between-races interview, 
was that considerations of health and the 
pressure of other business no longer per- 
mitted him to operate his breeding and 
racing stable on such a large scale. “They 
said I could turn things over to others to 
run. Well. when the decisions had to be 
made I still had to be there... . All I 
could do was get out.” 


Mr. Mayer said that he would go ahead 
with his plans to sell all his stock by auc: 
tion, but that he expected to keep his 
farm at Perris, and that he would “come 
back as a breeder on a small scale.” 
Whether he would race again he did nol 
say. The racing tack has not been sold. 
His auditor, Myron S. Fox. said it was 
for sale. 

There is a strong probability that the 
yearlings owned by Mr. Mayer will be 
consigned to the Fasig-Tipton Company’ 
sales to be held at Saratoga in August. 
The breeding stock in California is to be 
offered at auction later in the year.

Artillery had pest position 22 in a 22- 
horse field. He came out fast. as usual. 
angled for the rail on a long hypotenuse, 
found Witch Sir there to dispute the lead 
with him. Next behind them in the big 
field were the Washington sprinter Hank 
H.. Stuart Hamblen’s El Lobo (The Peo- 
ple’s Horse, his cowboy-crooning owner 
called over the radio), and the people's 
horse Armed, which, if he won, would be 
within a whisper of the world’s record for 
earnings. 

As the first quarter-mile was finished. 
in front of the stands, the electric timer 


reported °2235 seconds. Artillery. a big 
chestnut. and Witch Sir settled down to 
see what they could do. Going round the 
lower turn and down the first half of the 
backstretch they ran head-and-head and 
opened a five-length lead. digging in like 
Quarter Horses. If they lasted a mile 
and a quarter horsemen would put it down 
as a grade B miracle. The first half was 
in :4525; this was 1°25 seconds faster than 
the track record for the seldom-used dis- 
tance. 

Douglas Dodson had Armed exactly 
where he wanted him. He had got the 
favorite around the turn with a minimum 
of crowding and was waiting for the strike. 
He made it early. possibly too early, some 
of the experts thought after they had the 
advantage of the result and a few hours 
to think over the decision he had to make 
in two seconds. Midway of the backstretch 
the two pacemakers finished their suicide 
and began their retirement to the rear 
ranks. Armed let go and administered 
the coup de grace. moving up in the fash- 


ion of a champion accustomed to taking 
his victims when he wants them. ‘The six 
furlongs were run in 1:10%5. a little over 
the track record. 


Here. by orthodox accounting methods, 
the race should have been decided. Armed 
had slaughtered the small fry and was 
taking over. 

But when something pulled away from 
the field on the far turn it was not Armed 
but—the binoculars were quivering— 
Stitch Again. The 7-year-old son of Pilate 
was running the 104th race of an adven.- 
turous career as an equine soldier of for. 
tune. As recently as 1945 he had been 
claimed by his present owner for $3,500, 
His two most recent races had seen him 
winning at a mile in 1:35°%5 and a mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:414;5. Now he had 
seen everything that Armed had and was 
raising him, and for a $100,000 pot. 

To carry top weight, follow such a pace, 
make such a run, and then have another 
horse head him must have been discour- 
aging even to so stout a heart as that of 
Armed. He probably was expecting a 
breather somewhere along here. but he 
resolutely put aside the hope and _ settled 
down for the run-in. Perhaps Stitch 
Again had moved too soon. The mile was 
in 1:3515. one-fifth faster than the track 
record.

Four Foals for Bernborough? 


a month or so, 


On Sunday. March 2, according to the 
United Press. the Sydney (Australia) 
Morning Truth featured a page 1 story 
quoting Jack Bach. one of Bernborough’s 
early owners. as stating that the horse had 
sired four foals before embarking on the 
phase of his racing career which saw him 
winning 15 consecutive races. The foals 
are a chestnut filly, two black colts. and 
“one Pm not talking about at the mo- 
ment.” the newspaper quoted Bach. 

While he was in Lexington last week- 
end. Trainer Harry Plant. who accom- 
panied the horse from Australia to Lex- 
ington, said Bach had bought Bernborough 
as a suckling but was unable to race the 
horse because he had been ruled off the 
Turf for running a ringer. Subsequent 
changes in ownership were not acceptable 
to officials at the major Australian tracks. 
and Bernborough was raced only at minor 
courses until he was bought at auction by 
A. O. Remano. under whose colors the 
horse had outstanding success on the big 
time. 

Bach told the newspaper that he had 
bred Bernborough to some mares before 
selling him to Romano. He added that he 
had applied to the Queensland Turf Club 
to have one of the colts registered as 
“Mr. Bernie” and that if any difficulty 
ensued he would offer him and perhaps the 
others at public auction. 

L. P. Doherty. manager of Leslie Combs 
i's Spendthrift. Farm. where Bern- 
borough has been placed in the stud by 
Jerry G. Mayer. said that the story from 
Sydney was “quite interesting.” but that 
he Was not in position to comment on. it. 
Mr. Combs was not in Lexington. Mr. 
Plant had left Lexington the day before 
the story broke in the U. S.

Injured Leg 


The giant bay arrived at Lexington by 
rail on the night of March 27, and came 
off the car the next morning. His injured 
left fore leg obviously was sore. but he 
unhesitatingly followed Neddie Cullen. his 
Australian groom, down the ramp and 
into the Spendthrift Farm van. It was 
a cold morning and the welcoming commit- 
tee was composed only of newspaper pho- 
tographers and others who consider frozen 
feet as routine. even if not to be rejoiced 
at. 


Though thin from the long voyage from 
Australia. the blanketed Bernborough 
looked huge as he ducked his head to get 
through the door of the express car. He 
stands 17 hands and an inch, according to 
Trainer Harry Plant. and when he fattens 
up and lets down he probably can carry 


1400 pounds or more without looking 
gross. Plant weighed him only once. he 


says, and that was last year. in the mid- 
dle of a hard campaign. At that stage he 
weighed about 1.100 pounds. and was in 
very lean condition. 

Day after the horse reached Spendthrift. 
Dr. William McGee came out to the farm 
with a portable X-ray machine and 
took some pictures of the sesamoid bone 
which was fractured in the L. K. S. Mack- 
innon Stakes at Flemington last November 
2. Day after that, which was Sunday. Dr. 
McGee applied a plaster of Paris cast to

ment might be noted within two weeks. In 
any case. there was no doubt that the in- 
jury would heal and that the son of Em- 
borough—Bern Maid. by Bernard, would 
be sound for all practical purposes. which 
at this stage of his career means that he 
will have no trouble covering mares. 

A few visitors ignored the snow and the 
slippery roads of Sunday and came out to 
have a look at the horse. He has an.un- 
usually intelligent expression and a very 
kindly disposition, and everyone came 
away with an excellent impression of him. 

Since he was blanketed against the cold. 
and anyhow wasn’t in shape to be stood 
up and looked at. it was not possible to 
examine him in detail, but horsemen im- 
mediately noticed his small bone. This 
is characteristic of Australian horses in 
general. compared with the American 
horses he has seen. Harry Plant observed. 
“Some of our Australian soil is short of 
lime.” he explained, “and our horses don’t 
have the bone yours have.” ; 


Question of Ownership 


Biggest factors in Bernborough’s success 
at the races. Plant says. were his intelli- 
gence and his will to win. “He knows 
everything. He’s easy to train. he’s a good 
feeder, and he’s not in the least excitable.” 

As the winner of 15 consecutive races, 
all under top weight. Bernborough needs 
no apologist. but Plant says he would have 
been greater had he reached the big apple 
earlier in his career. “I had good reports 
on him when he was three,” the trainer 
related, “and tried to buy him, but his 
connections wouldn’t put a price on him. 
They held onto the horse because they 
hoped the Jockey Club would lift the ban 
against him, but it didn’t come and ii 
wouldn’t have come as long as they owned 
him.” 

The ban, as Plant explained, resulted 
from a question about Bernborough’s own- 
ership. “When Bernborough’s breeder. 
Harry Winten, died. Bern Maid and Bern- 
borough, who was a suckling at the time. 
were bought by a man named John R. 
Bach. Bach had been ruled off for life 
for running a ringer, and though Bern- 
borough was supposedly sold to a man 
named Hadwen, the stewards at the big 
tracks were not satisfied, because Hadwen 
and Bach were distant relatives. Hadwen 
later leased the horse to a man named 
Roberts, but that didn’t satisfy the stew- 
ards either, and Bernborough was allowed 
to race only at the country tracks. mainly 
at Toowoomba.” 

Eventually Bernborough’s owners. who- 
ever they were. decided to sell him at auc- 
tion, and he was turned over to Plant for 
preparation. Plant had him in charge for 
ten or 12 weeks before the sale and had 
plenty of opportunity to study the horse.

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Wyoming Group 
Accepted by NATC 


Acceptance of the Wyoming Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association into the Na- 
tional Association of Thoroughbred Clubs 
brought the membership of the national 
organization to six clubs, and marked the 
initial westward expansion of a plan that 
began early in 1946. 

The Wyoming club became associated 
with the five other local groups belonging 
to the national organization at the NATC’s 
quarterly meeting, held at Lexington on 
March 1. Headquarters of the western 


club are at Laramie, Wyoming. Officers 
of the 30-member organization, formed 


about a year ago, are Wilma Martin, presi- 
dent: Maxine Bushong, vice president; 
Velma Wall. secretary; and Elmer Red- 
burn, treasurer. 

The National Association of Thorough- 
bred Clubs was organized in January. 
1946, from among the Thoroughbred Club 
of America, at Lexington; the Kentucky 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, at 
Louisville; and the Thoroughbred Club of 


price: “Bernborough was a 6-year-old stal- 
lion, and everyone thought his best racing 
days were over.

At any rate, 
he did nothing at first to excite anyone 
with high blood pressure. but once he set- 
tled down he began out-riding many of 
the seasoned veterans. 

Nichols is a rangy lad of five feet seven 
inches. but has no trouble keeping his 
weight down to 108 pounds. He tested 
himself once, he says. and for two weeks 
“et hawg” just to see how much he would 
gain. At the end of the two weeks. he 
hadn't gained a pound. 

As far as horses are concerned he is ab- 
solutely fearless. They are his friends. 
Once he was riding a cow pony that 
jumped over a cliff, fracturing Jimmy’s 
skull and breaking five ribs. The boy 
walked away from the accident under his 
own power, and was riding again shortly 
afterward. Around the barns in the morn- 
ing he would just as soon walk mto a 
stall housing a mean stallion as to pet the 
stable pony. In a race he is as fearless 
as Neves, which in these parts is consid- 
ered the acme of daredeviltry. 


*Blenheim II, the sire of Whirlaway 
and Blandisher, needs no introduction 
to the breeding fraternity. Equally 
potent also is the great bottom line of 
Blandisher. His dam, La Rambla (pro- 
ducer of two stakes winners and in 
1944 of that 2-year-old Quarantaine), 
is by the great sire *Sir Gallahad III. 
His second dam, La Rablee, was a 
great race mare (22 times in the mon- 
ey out of 27 starts) and a fine pro- 
ducer (dam of The Scout).

W heel Horses 


When the final records of the Santa 
Anita season are written, a place will have 
to be made for such horses as Artillery, 
Charlight, Stitch Again, and Hormone. 
They have won no stakes, but have con- 
tributed their bit toward injecting into 
this winter’s racing scene an added dash 
of color. 

Artillery is the big horse of Walter G. 
McCarty’s Rolling Hills Farms. He has 
always been possessed of breath-taking 
speed, along with a little unsoundness. 
Last winter, after a rather phenomenal 3- 
year-old debut, he developed suspicious 
tendons, and Trainer Ralph West gave him 
a year’s vacation. 

When he came back to the races this 
winter he was faster than ever, and in his 
last two starts equaled a couple of track 
records. He came off a_seven-furlong 
sprint in 1:2215 to equal Seabiscuit’s 
mile-and-a-furlong mark of 1:4845. 

McCarty, new president of the Califor- 
nia Breeders Association, is Artillery’s 
breeder and owner. During the racing 
blackout in California, he bought Tediana.

The next 
dam is Medeah, winner of the French 
Oaks and many other races in France. 
There is no flaw in Blandisher’s pedi- 
gree. 

Due to the fact that Blandisher suf- 
fered an injury in training, he never 


raced, but Jim Fitzsimmons pro- 
nounced him a horse with a high turn 
of speed. 

Blandisher will make the 1947 sea- 
son at Blue Grass Farm, in Blairs- 
town, New Jersey, in the limestone 
section of the State. Here broodmares 
and foals have the advantage of an 
adequate supply of calcium and phos- 
phorus and necessary minerals com- 
ing to them in the natural manner, 
through the drinking water and the 
forage grown on the limestone soil.

Bluegrass-Legume Combination Makes 


An Exeellent Sward for Pastures 


In a previous article we discussed the 
many advantages of bluegrass as a pas- 
ture grass, together with certain of its 
limitations, particularly the irregular 
growth curve which pulls down its total 
yield. The fact that bluegrass will not 
grow when the soil temperature is over 
80 degrees means that its tremendous 
spring growth falls away to nothing in 
the hot summer. and resumes at half speed 
in the autumn. The leveling of this curve 
is the principal problem of the breeder 
who relies on bluegrass pastures. 

The answer to this is legumes. particu- 
larly wild white clover. Anyone who has 
walked across a good pasture is familiar 
with it—the short-stemmed, small-leaved 
clover with white blossoms that is most 
prevalent where the grass is grazed clos- 
est. It is not to be confused with White 
Dutch clover which is somewhat larger. 
but usually dies out in two or three years. 
A giant variety is Ladino clover. which 
has recently attained popularity as a hay 
and hay-pasture mixture. 


The effect of wild white clover on blue- 
grass, when the sward consists of about 
half of each, is most remarkable. The 
classic experiments in the field were car- 
ried out some ten years ago at Cornell 
University by Prof. D. B. Johnstone-Wal- 
lace, who, alas, is now reported back in 
his native England for an indefinite stay. 
Two plots. one consisting of bluegrass 
alone. the other of an approximately equal 
mixture of bluegrass and wild white clover. 
were regularly mowed throughout the 
growing season and the herbage measured 
and analyzed.

five times as much. A third plot. consist- 
ing of wild white clover alone. yielded 
somewhat less than half that gathered 
from the second plot.

What is it about wild white clover that 
jumps the yield of a bluegrass pasture to 
such an extraordinary degree? One of 
the reasons is just a matter of density—a 
sward of straight bluegrass leaves a lot of 
room between blades. The wild white 
clover fills up the vacant space. A second 
reason is that bluegrass responds readily 
to nitrogen. Wild white clover draws ni- 
trogen out of the air, and close grazing re- 
leases the nodules on the roots (which are 
then no longer required for the nourish- 
ment of the clover) and makes it avail- 
able to the bluegrass. A third reason is 
that the density of the sward shields the 
soil from the sun and keeps the tempera- 
ture of the soil from five to seven degrees 
lower than that of plot of bluegrass only. 


On many of our midsummer days the 
thermometer reads from 80 to 85 degrees. 
A reduction of soil temperature just a few 
degrees will keep it under 80. so that blue- 
grass will still keep growing. The proof 
of it all is that when the bluegrass in plot 
No. 2 was separated from the clover, it 
weighed 2.243 pounds as compared to the 
88L peunds of plot No. 1.

So much for quantity. When it comes 
to quality. wild white clover makes an 
equally important contribution to blue- 
grass pasture.

New Hampshire racing revenue. which 
had showed a 54 per cent gain in 1945 
over the previous season, registered an.- 
other 20 per cent increase in 1946, as re. 

ported by the New Hampshire Racing 
Commission. Total betting at Rocking. 
ham Park. the State’s only running track, 
was $56.226.959, a gain over the preceding 
year of $9.575.106. As compared to 54 
days of racing at Rockingham during 1945. 
the regular 1946 season extended for 60 
days. plus an added six days for charity, 
On a daily-average basis. the pari-mutuel 
handle declined $12.000. but this was off- 
set. so far as revenue was concerned, by 
the additional days of racing. 

From the Rockingham Park meeting 
the State received $2.811.347 (5 per cent 
of the handle; the track got 6!5°7 per 
cent) as straight commission, plus $382.. 
583, representing one-half the breakage, 
for a total of $3.193.931. This was an in- 
crease of $544,140 over 1945 

From 11 days of harness racing the 
State received $21.43], making the total 
receipts from both forms of racing $3. 
215.364. Agricultural fairs received $141. 
| 459. and the balance. amounting to $3. 

033.653. was placed in a sinking fund. 
Receipts from the six charity days 
amounted to $135,005. which was dis- 
tributed among various institutions. Prin- 
cipal beneficiaries were orphanages. which 
received $95,835. and a fund for consery- 
ing the hearing of school children. $12.610. 

The commission continued its policy of 
giving $1,250 annually to the University 
of New Hampshire for the maintenance of 
four stallions. 

Operating expenses of the commission 
were $40.251. or less than 115 per cent 
of the receipts from racing.

The tenacity of Pardina in the stretch, 
in repelling the attacks of the two colts. 
was quite remarkable. and this filly at- 
tained her second victory of the season. 
Pardina is a filly worthy to be talked 
about. She is a well constructed chestnut. 
with a reputed ability at a distance. In 
this race she was delayed at the start by 
nervousness caused by the starting ma- 
chine. which her trainer is confident he 
can eliminate in time. She represents the 
next-to-last crop for her sire. Navarro. who 
has been rated better as a filly producer 
than as a sire of colts. 

When Navarro died in 1944 he was only 
13. and therefore at the peak of his viril- 
ity. so that his later progeny is expected 
to be better than the early foals. Pardina 
appears of the type of Navarro. except 


that she is a little more rangy. similar to 
other top fillies by this sire. such as Toka- 
mura and Buonarrota. Her dam. Una Pan- 
tera. was reputed at two to be the best 
filly of her division, and in the Premio 
Chiusura she was able to place second be- 
tween such top horses as Zaccarello and 
Bellini. At three she injured a hind leg 
by hitting the stall door, and was retired 
from racing early. Una Pantera has a 
combined Tesio-De Montel breeding;* she 
is in fact by Ortellha—Ulrika Eleonora. by 
Papyrus out of Duet.

Pardina’s breeder is Galeazzo Cora. a 
noted breeding expert in this country, who 
races under the name of Razza Felina. and 
won for these colors the great races of 
1939 with Vezzano. The trainer of Par- 
dina is the leading Italian trainer Mario 
Jenetti, who. by the way, had won the 
Premio San Gennaro in the last three re- 
newals at Naples.

Racing in Ohio during 1946 gained ap- 
proximately 17 per cent in pari-mutuel 
handle over 1945, according to the an- 
nual report of the Ohio State Racing Com- 
mission. 

For 231 days of racing (compared with 
226 the year before), the pari-mutuel han- 
dle at the State’s nine running tracks was 
$30,761,868. This was an increase of 
$4,519,399, or 17 per cent. over 1945. The 
State’s share of the pari-mutuel commis- 
sion was $607,811.86, a gain of about 20 
per cent over 1945. The State’s share is 
collected on a sliding scale and increases 
proportionately faster than the increase in 
handle.

It was the biggest year recorded for 
Ohio racing, and State revenue reached a 
new high. Breakage accruing to the tracks 
totaled $312,444, or slightly more than 1 
per cent. Attendance figures were not 
given in the report. 

All the tracks operating in 1945 showed 
gains in 1946 except Ft. Steuben. which 
had a decline in total wagering of $226.- 
692. Ascot Park gained about $200.000. 
Beulah Park about $500,000. Hamilton 
about $145,000, North Randall more than 
$2,000,000. River Downs more than $700.- 
000, Thistle Down more than $750,000. 
Canfield and Warren did not operate in 
1945. 

Forty-nine days of harness racing at 
three major tracks brought a pari-mutuel 
handle of $1,238,763, which returned 
$146,521 in commission and breakage to 


the tracks, $16,517 to the State. Harness 
racing at county fairs returned $58,108 to 
the tracks in breakage and commission, 
and $6.011 to the State over 120 days. 


90 SIRES, 88 BREEDERS 


The 135 nominees for the Kentucky 
Derby represent 90 sires and 88 breed- 
ers, according to an early report from’ the 
Churchill Downs press department. *Blen- 
heim 2nd. with eight of his get eligible. 
tops the sire list. *Sir Gallahad 3rd is 
next with four, and his full brothers *Bull 
Dog and *Quatre Bras 2nd also have pro- 
geny on the list. 

Leading breeder in point of numbers is 
Warren Wright. who nominated five 3- 
year-olds for Calumet Farm. Five other 
owners also have named Calumet-bred 
horses. One of the Calumet nominees is 
Balanced, a son of Bull Lea and a half- 
brother to Pensive, the 1944 Derby winner. 

*Sir Gallahad 3rd has sired the Derby 
winners Gallant Fox, Gallahadion, and 
Hoop, Jr. Reigh Count and Bold Venture. 
Derby winners who have sired Derby win- 
ners, again are represented among the 
nominees for the 1947 Derby. 

Earl Sande, who has ridden three Derby 
winners, will try to enlarge his status by 
being the first Derby-winning jockey to 


own and train a Derby winner. He has 
nominated Stage Kid, by Stagehand— 


Boiling Water. by Bubbling Over, the 1926 
Derby winner. 


Robert Auer, 19-year-old Brooklyn boy, 
brought in a winner the first time he rode 
in a race. The 108-pound apprentice

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Mereworth Farm and Claiborne Stud 
Leading American Breeders In 1946 


Walter J. Salmon’s Mereworth Farm 
was the leading Thoroughbred breeding 
establishment of America during 1946 in 
point of money won by its produce. and 
Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud was 
the leading farm considering the number 
of races won. Statistics covering the rac- 
ing of last year, published in the Daily 
Racing Form of March 4. gave Mereworth 
the lead among the money winners with a 
total of $962.677. and horses bred at Clai- 
borne led in the other category with 350 
victories to their credit. 

The $962.677 won by horses of Mere- 
worth breeding was the second-highest in 
history. surpassed only by the $990.612 
won by Calumet Farm products in 1944. 
It also was only the second time that an 
American breeding establishment had 
passed the $900.000-mark. 

The position of Claiborne Stud at the 
top of the list for races won by its produce 
marked the ninth time in the last 12 years 
that the Hancock establishment has gained 
this honor. Mereworth Farm, the leader 
in 1945 with 307 victories to its credit. was 
second in 1946 with 341. Claiborne Stud 
was second in 1945 with 304 wins. and was 


third on the list of money winners with 
$646.095. For 1946. Claiborne again was 
among the leading money winners. being 
in fourth place with $849.600. 

E. Dale Shaffer's Coldstream Stud. 
first in 1945 with winnings of $791,477, 
was in seventh place in 1946 with $776.- 
684: third on the 1945 race-winning list 


with 227 wins. it was sixth in 1946 with 
271. 

Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm, always 
well up among the leaders. was second on 
the earnings list for last year with $92].. 
170. and was fifth in the other division with 
229 victories. 

Though Emerson F. Woodward. owner 
of the former Valdina Farms. has been 
dead since May. 1943. and the breeding 
stock has been dispersed since then. horses 
bred at the Texas establishment compiled 
a remarkable record by winning 286 races, 
finishing third behind Claiborne and Mere. 
worth. This is 100 more races than Val.

Earnings of $318.563 
during 1945 were sufficient to place the 
farm ninth, while $540,366 put it in tenth 
place last year. 

Pp. A. B. Widener’s Elmendorf Farm ad- 
vanced from seventh place in 1945 ($324.- 
134). to third in 1946 with $855,158. Not 
among the 20 leaders the previous year 
on the list of races won by its produce. 
Elmendorf held seventh place in 1946 with 
189. 

Another breeder who gained rapidly last 
season was Louis B. Mayer. In the statis- 
tics for 1946. the California breeder was 
ranked sixth with earnings of $788,279, 
and eighth with 182 races won. In 1945 
he was sixteenth with $254,241, and eigh- 
teenth with 108 wins.

The closest contention after Armed was 
now from the C. V.: Whitney mare Mon- 
soon. See-Tee-See. Texas Sandman, and 
the grey Chilean *Olhaverry. which had 
moved up gradually from a position near 
the tag-end of the field. 

Through the stretch Stitch Again ran 
his heart out in a tremendous effort to 
keep ahead of the champion, and at the 
furlong-pole he still had an advantage of 
nearly two lengths. But the sustained 
drive left both of them leg-weary. and in 
a moment the field began to spill over 
them. 

Monsoon, See-Tee-See. and *Olhaverry 
ranged up on the outside of Armed, run- 
ning in close formation, when, perhaps 
seventy yards out, the tiring Stitch Again 
swerved outward slightly and threw them 
into a momentary jam, from which Armed 
emerged with superficial cuts on his legs.

The game but weary Stitch Again still 
had an advantage of half a length for sec- 
ond money, but it was rapidly disappear- 
ing. The horse which was now cutting it 
dewn was Rex Ellsworth’s Pere Time.

The son of *Beau Pere came into the 
picture in the last few seconds of action 
and apparently. despite the fact that he 
was caught in the crowding near the fin- 
ish. was outrunning everything else in the 
race, with the possible exception of the 
winner. He headed See-Tee-See in the 
last jump. Armed and Monsoon were a 
half-length back. 

The final time was 2:0145. very fast. but 
no record. Too many records had been 
beaten at the way-stations. The last quar- 
ter-mile was run in 26 seconds.

finished seventh. coming from far back. 
Artillery, his ammunition used up in the 
first barrage, was last.

The cheering for the winner was gen- 
erous, but it did not rock the mountains 
which look down upon Santa Anita’s 
flowered beauty. All the horses in the 
money were longshots. The winner paid 
$32.70 for $2. 

What everybody wanted to know was 
what had happened to Armed. The Bull 
Lea gelding had been flown from Miami 
after his Widener Handicap victory. He 
was the acknowledged champion of the 
handicappers now active, and a victory in 
the Santa Anita would have left him only 
an overnight purse under the world’s rec- 
ord set up by Whirlaway, which also car- 
ried the colors of Warren Wright's Calu- 
met Farm. 

Before Armed was put on the plane 
which waited to take him back to Florida 
there were plenty of explanations avail- 
able to those who had lost more than half 
a million dollars on him (in the win pool 
alone). Maybe he had been knocked out 
by the long trip by air. (Maybe, but 
nothing in the way he cleaned up his feed 
suggested it.) Maybe his two big races 
were too close together. Maybe the 
crowding near the finish set him back. (He 
seemed a beaten horse there. without pros-

pect of outrunning either the winner or 
the second. ) 

Possibly Doug Dodson had moved too 
soon with him. (There are always sages 
who can figure whether a beaten horse 
moved too soon or too late.) He was very 
nervous and sweaty in the paddock; this 
may have been because the Santa Anita 
stewards would not allow his stable pony 
to go in with him. (Trainer Jimmy Jones 
and other horsemen who have seen him 
race many times said his pre-race nervous- 
ness was quite normal for him.) 

Maybe Armed did not like the Santa 
Anita track. (Could be. Trainer Jimmy 
Jones had noted before the race his own 
suspicion that the gelding did not feel 
quite at home. But this is strictly in the 
realm of guesswork. ) 

Most horsemen took the race at its face 
value. Armed had been beaten soundly 
by a field in which there was no horse 
which would be less than 10 to 1 to beat 
him in a match race at the same distance 
next week. They ran hard all the way. 
gave him no chance for a breather. found 
him easy prey in the stretch. 

It made Jimmy Jones think of the bat- 
tles royal he used to see in the old days at 


New Orleans. “The little ones would 


whale the devil out of the biggest one in 
and then they'd fight it out 
among themselves.”

Wright's Calumet Farm horses fell to the 
Kentucky stable when Faultless, a home. 
bred son of Bull Lea, won the Flamingo 
Stakes. Those who pin their Derby hopes 
to the Calumet colors viewed the victory 
as a very good omen, and pledged their 
faith anew to Plain Ben Jones. For Caly- 
met aficionados who read pedigrees. the 


future looked bright: Faultless’ dam. Un. 
erring, is a younger sister to Lawrin, 


which Ben Jones saddled to win the Fla- 
mingo of 1938, which was followed with a 
Derby victory, and she herself had known 
the Jones touch when she was winning 
stakes races for Woolford Farm. 

The Flamingo again demonstrated that 
Jones-trained Calumet horses cannot be 
sold short for any given contest.

He kept his mount well up 
with the leaders, eased him back a bit to 
give him a breather before going for the 
front. and had plenty left for the stretch 
drive, in which he drew out to win over 
Brabancon by 314 lengths.

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fence-building, and other improvements 
was to be carried out. 

When all this was done, he started look- 
ing for a stallion, ended up where all his 
friends knew he would: A month ago he 
took over Invermark, a *Teddy horse he 
had been breeding to and extolling for 
several years. 

But on February 28, Invermark died of 
a heart attack, after he had covered only 
one mare. Johnstone immediately tele- 
phoned his friend Neil McCarthy in Cali- 
fornia, persuaded him to persuade Louis 
B. Mayer to send *Hunters Moon 4th to 
the Lexington Stud. On March 5 John- 
stone was able to announce that the horse 
was coming to Kentucky, would stand for 
$500. At the same time he reported the 
arrival of Invermark’s first foal of 1947. 
It was a brown colt out of Ariel Gold, by 
Ariel. 

*Hunters Moon 4th, a stakes winner in 
England and France, was bred in France 
by Edouard Esmond, and is by the Ascot 
Gold Cup winner Foxhunter out of the 
winner Pearl Opal, by Bruleur. He was 
imported to the U. S. by Mr. Mayer late 
in 1940, after he had won the Cesare- 
witch Stakes at two miles. 24 yards. under 
131 pounds. 


NEW HIALEAH RECORD 


Feature races on March 4, closing day 
of the Hialeah Park meeting, were the 
Hialeah Juvenile Stakes. at three furlongs. 
and the Black Helen Handicap, at 114 
miles. Winner of the 2-year-old event was 
the Easy Mon colt Phar Mon, owned by 
W. H. Veeneman, of Louisville. and 
trained by W. G. Douglass. He won by 
11% lengths over the Oran Lodge Stable’s 
Fly Away in :3235, one-fifth faster than 
the previous record of :33, held by Sally 
Shall since 1937. Phar Mon carried 117 
pounds, four more than the previous rec- 
ord holder. He is the first stakes winner 
bred by Tilford Wilson, Lexington ma- 
chinery dealer who owns his dam. Pen- 
royal, by *Royal Minstrel. 

Winner of the Black Helen was the Mill 
River Stable’s *Miss Grillo. which beat 
Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart’s Rytina by a 
neck. The South American mare, by 
Rolando—Cedulilla, is trained by Horatio 
Luro. *Miss Grillo carried 130 pounds. 


STALLION STAKES SPLIT 


Beginning with the 1948 renewal, Bel- 
mont Park’s National Stallion Stakes will 
be raced in two divisions. one for colts 
and one for fillies. For the 1948 running, 
291 colts and 245 fillies were nominated. 
Each division of the race has $10.000 in 
added money. The progeny of 70 stallions 
was made eligible for the 1948 running.

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Distance Limits of 
American Stakes Winners 


To round out the picture presented in 
the article, “A Study of Stakes Winners,” 
which appeared in THe Brioop-Horse of 
March 1, it was felt that a supplementary 
article based on the farthest distance suc- 
cessfully negotiated in’ stakes races by 
stakes winners would be in order. All the 
stakes winners from the crops of 1934. 
1935. and 1936 were used to arrive at the 
figures shown in Tables I. Il. and V. 

For the purpose of this article. the 
stakes winners are divided into those who 
won stakes only at two, and those who won 
at three or older. The distance of 2-year- 
old stakes is fairly standard all over the 
world, the only difference being that 2- 
year-olds are raced earlier in the season 
here than is the custom elsewhere. At 
three and up there is a variation in the 
distance of stakes races in different coun- 
tries. In other parts of the world the em- 
phasis is more on distance than in the 
United States. where more than half of the 
stakes for horses older than two are at 
the middle distances. and a larger propor- 
tion of the rest are sprint events. 

Two-year-old stakes gradually increase 
in distance. starting with the three-fur- 
long dashes of the winter tracks and end- 
ing up at 1,4; miles. With each change 
in the length of races. some of the stakes 
winners find the new distance beyond their 
capacity, and from being the leaders they 
drift back among the ranks of the also- 
rans or into races of a lower classification. 
There are twice as many juvenile stakes 
run at six furlongs as at any other dis- 
tance. but 79 stakes winners from the 
three crops under consideration found 
their stakes-winning days over when this 
limit was reached. In fact. six found 
more than three furlongs beyond them

By referring to Table I, the distance 
limits in stakes can be seen for all stakes 
winners who won 2-year-old stakes races.

Nine per cent found their limits at four 
furlongs or under: 39 per cent somewhere 
between 4! and 5%4 furlongs: 40 per cent 
at 6 or 6! furlongs: and 12 per cent 
showed some route ability by winning at 
a mile to a mile and a sixteenth. 

Besides the horses shown in Table I. 
there were 68 others who won stakes at 
two and also at a later age.

A horse winning stakes at a mile or 
more as a juvenile has a better chance 
than the others of hurdling the wide gap 
which lies between success at two and sue- 
cess at a later age. 

In order to get some idea of the length 
of races that horses could win. two tables 
were drawn up of the various distances of 
stakes in 1938. The year 1938 was chosen 
because the three crops of foals used in 
this study would be 2-, 3-. and 4-year-olds. 
respectively. the ages at which the great

stakes. The table dealing with the lengths 


of the 2-year-old stakes is not as important 
as the table for older races, but it shows 
the opportunities for 2-vear-olds to win at 
the different distances. 


The 109 2-year-old stakes of 1938 were 


won by seventy horses. 


Older Horses 


In switching our attention to the older 
horses. perhaps it is best that we first con- 
sider the table showing the number of 
races at the various distances. This in- 
cludes all stakes races for horses above 
two years old.

In breaking down the figures and reduc- 
ing them to percentages, we find that 94 
stakes, or 30 per cent, are sprints; 180, or 
57 per cent, are middle distance races (one 
mile to 114 miles inclusive): and the re- 
maining 13 per cent. or 40 stakes, are 
route races of 1,3; miles and up. A little 
better than 2 per cent were at 115 miles

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or over, at which point the real test of a 
stayer begins. 

J. A. Estes said in his feature “Pedigree 
Points.” printed in THe BLoop-Horse for 
January 25. 1947, that racing secretaries 
shape pedigrees by the conditions they 
write for stakes races. American stakes 
races are overwhelmingly at middle dis- 
tances. and therefore most of our stakes 
winners are middle-distance racers who 
retire on the reputation thus made to pro- 
duce more middle-distance racers or 
sprinters. since there is a tendency for 
the average get of a stallion to lose some- 
thing of his stamina. 

Sprints and middle-distance races form 
a part of any well-rounded racing pro- 
gram. but longer races should be carded 
too. 

In the years since 1938 there have been 
a number of true distance tests inaugu- 
rated. such as the New York and the Gal- 
lant Fox Handicaps. which are designed 
for the best horses. This is an important 
gain in testing our horses for stamina. A 
few other stakes have been run at a dis- 
tance from time to time. including one at 
four miles, but the low purses tend to 
make them merely spectacles, if they ever 
were designed for anything else. 


Where the Money Is 


The 1,%:- and 114-mile events usually 
carry the highest purses. which tends to 
counteract their comparative scarcity by 
making them more important. The win- 
ner of the 114-mile handicaps is generally 
considered the best horse of the year, and 
is thought of as a stayer, bvt many of 
them run out of gas when trying for 1'2 
miles. 

The so-called 3-year-old Triple Crown 
of the Kentucky Derby. Preakness. and 
Belmont Stakes includes only the last- 
named at a real staying distance. and quite 
often the appearance of a good horse on 
the scene scares off the opposition to such 
an extent that his victory is merely a 
workout. These three events are run off 
in a little better than a month, making it 
possible for a “hot” horse to sweep them, 
and the difference in distance is not 
enough to show any one horse’s versatility 
so well as does the English Triple Crown. 
which starts at a mile and ends several 
months later at a mile and three-quarters. 

The longest event for American 3-year- 
olds is the Lawrence Realization at 15% 
miles, but lately it hasnt been considered 
an important stakes and almost invariably 
the top horses pass it by, leaving it to be 
fought over by second-flight performers. 
The second-season filly events are gener- 
ally at the middle distances. with the Ala- 
bama Stakes at 114 miles and the Coach- 
ing Club American Oaks at 1°, miles the 
only ones at a route. 

All horses who won stakes at three or 
over are accounted for in Table V. They 
include two horses who won their longest

stakes victory in the one-mile Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes. but were later sue- 
cessful as just sprinters.

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Twenty-three per cent won only sprints: 
57 per cent won up to the middle dis- 
tances: and 20 per cent won at a mile and 
three-sixteenths and up. 

The top performers at the various 
lengths are usually good enough horses to 
win at least one stakes at more than their 
favorite distance, which explains why the 
percentages given above do not coincide 


with the percentages of races in the three 
general classes of distances. Doublrab is 
an example of a sprinter who invaded the 
middle distances successfully, for he won 
at both a mile and a mile and a sixteenth. 


Merit in Winning 

A horse that wins at 1,4; or 144 miles 
has to compete with top horses as a rule. 
so any such victory has some merit. At 
some of the less frequently run distances 
such as the 15¢ miles of the Lawrence 
Realization, a horse may win because he 


is the best of a poor lot and not because 
he really can go a distance. Four of the 
five horses who won at 214 miles or over 
won cheap events put on mainly as a curi- 
osity. When we consider this. the 20 per 
cent of horses winning at three or older at 
a routing distance is slightly higher than 
it should be. 

While most of this article has been fo. 
cussed on distance racing. or the lack of 
it. it is thought that in one respect we 
should consider the plight of the sprint 
stars. This plight is financial. because the 
stakes at the shorter distances are poorly 
endowed even at the New York tracks and 
other big centers. Doublrab won ten 
stakes, and few horses win that many, but 
his total purses were not as much as the 
Santa Anita Handicap winner received for 
his win. It doesn’t seem fair that a star at 
one distance gets all the money and a 
horse of greater stature at his own forte 
is forced to race for much less. 

The figures presented in this article 
show that the main emphasis. in point of 
numbers at least. is towards the middle. 
distance horse. With the arrival of air 
transportation for horses. there is much 
talk about international racing. and one 
such race is planned for New York this 
year at 1%, miles. In order to do well in 
such events there is a need for prep races 
for American horses. so that our best at 
such a distance can be found out and made 
ready to repel any and all invaders. How 
well American horses do in such events 
will probably have an effect on the recog- 
nition of our horses as Thoroughbreds in 
the stud books of the world. 


HOOPER COLTS SIDELINED 


Education and Sir Blen. 3-year-old colts 
which had been nominated for the Ken- 
tucky Derby. will not be started in the 
race. it has been announced.
